SIR, 

Although  tnan  is  horn  to  bear,  he  in  fa^  fitffers  more  difl 
trels  and  niifery  from  the  dread  of  apprehended  vifiohary 
^vils,  than  the  a<5Iual  feeling  of  prefent  real  ones.  Cloyed  #ith 
the  paffing  motnetit,  with  ihfatiable  avidity  Mte  rufh  forward  td 
reconnoitre  the  invifible  regions  of  futurity,  and  from  events  utterly 
unknown,  we  anticipate  our  blifs  or  woe.  Accordingly,  as  odr  di(i 
pofitlon  is  either  grave,  demure  or  gloOmy,  or  chearful,  fanguine 
and  fprightly,  we  arc  deprcffcd  by  the  forefight  of  calamities  wd 
fliall  never  feel,  or  elevated  with  the  profpetfl  of  joys  we  (hall  nc» 
ver  tafte.  Lavilh  and  profufe  of  all  we  can  call  our  own,  the  pre¬ 
fent  inflant,  we  greedily  protrade  our  expe^flations,  and  drive  for-, 
ward  our  longings,  placing  our  felicity  on  objeifls  wholly  uOattain^ 
able  by  us.  By  this  prepoftCrous  condutft  we  groan  under  the  dc- 
fponding  terrors  of  imaginary  trouble ;  we  fabricate  chains  for  onr- 
felves  more  intolerable  than  thofe  of  the  galley-flavej  and  though 
the  unavoidable  fubfiantial  evils  of  life  arc  many  and  burdenlbine, 
yet  we  conjure  up  a  thoufand  idle  fears  to  difiurb  our  repole, 
w  hich  are  wholly  the  chimeras  of  delufive  fancy,  without  any  bafijf 
or  foundation. 

This  anticipating  bent  of  mind  has  had  innuroerablc  occafiohd 
of  excrcifing  its  .powers,  from  the  long  received  dodtrincs  of  omens^ 
ghofts,  fpodtres,  vifions,  witches  and  cloven-footed  daemons. 

Where- ever  knowledge  and  feience  arc  wanting,  ignoranalt, 
dulnefs,  and  credulity  dwell,  and  blind  folly  and  ramp^t  fbpet«^  ^ 
fiition  will  have  numberlcls  abettors  and  votaries:  until  the  olA 
tvoman  is  wholly  expelled  from  our  breads,  we  (ball  retrain  abjedk 
Haves  to  the  thoft  tidicalotts  prejudices  6f  habit,  ondom  and  edm^ 
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cation.  The  whole  inhabitami  of  the  j;lobe  verify  the  truth  of 
tlielV  oblcTvaiions.  In  Lapland^  whicli  is  as  iiiiicli  covered  with 
i;t:n}r.ir.t’e  and  lupcrllitioii  as  it  is  with  eternal  fnoWj  magicians  and 
forcT-reVs'alMJuiid.  They  live  by  their  daft;  they  are  wirid-m^it 
a'ld  the  inariners  are  iiicli  Haves  to  thefe  iiirpt>Hors,  thjt 
they  often  buy  from  them  a  magic  cord,  which,  they  vainly  hope, 
will  gain  what  vvind  they  want.  Kgvpt,  the  mother  of  ckcult 
ftitners,  is  at  this  day  over-run  with  jugglers  and  flight-of-hand 
men.  The  native  Americans  are  abforhed  in  InperHiiion;  they  be. 
lieve  that  finue  bad  genii  produce  all  their  mifery,  and  (hat 
jug,;lcrs  arc  their  miniilers  to  predic^t  future  events.  T  he  Cihinele 
forfiine-lellers  and  allrologers  direct  and  govern  the  whole  popu¬ 
lace  in  all  affairs  of  conlei]iJence.  n^he  modern  Pcrlians  are  the 
molt  fuperftitioiis  people  oi»  earthy  w^hoDy  addicted  to,  and  govern* 
ed  by  judicial  allrology.  The  weflcni  Scots  lllanders  pretend  to 
manioiogy  and  the  fecond-light  ;  numbers  anrongll  oui  telves  are 
ILives  to  the  gloomy  terror  ot  dreams  and  fiery  phantoms;  and  1 
inylelf  have  feen  pvi  tiius,  wdio  begged  their  daily  bread,  and  knew 
not  >vhere  to  find  lodgings  at  night,  pretentj  to  unfold  and  difco* 
ver  the  impenetrable  fecrets  of  divine  Providence. 

But  in  every  age  and  nation,  where  learning  has  reared  aloft  her 
pulilhed  head,  w  here  irue  philofophy  is  cultivaled,  where  com* 
lenle  is  heard  and  lidened  to,  ihefe  omens,  apparitions,  pre- < 
dit  tiiins,  and  /jLicIc  jrts,  ^rc  univerfally  exploded,  and  juftly  derided; 
and  the  mid  vifionary  infatuation  of  monadic  barbarity,  js  con*, 
tieium  J  to  dwell  in  the  difinal  cottages  of  dull  lliipidity,  ainaziug 
and' moping  ignorance. 

.  Du  ring  thofe  happy  days  I  fpent  at  fchool,  1  was  a  profefled* 
devotee  to  good, and  ill  omens.  1  was  the  f avow  he  of  a  w«rtliy 
grandmother,  who  had  feen  fix  monarchs  fw'ay  the  Briiifh  feeptre* 
This  l.ig  icions  olcUwoild  matron  was  a  perfect  miftrefs  in .  the 
fcicnce  of  manudogy,  aiul  could  .unfold  all  its  niyfteries,  from  the 
niean  prognoUicsol  lea-giounds,  to  the  awful  pretlictions  of  comets; 
me  could  plainly  forefee  all  misfortunes,  from  that  of  the  breaking 
a  Cjtina  cup,  to  the  death  of. princes  and  the  diiToliition  of  king¬ 
doms.  She  had  all  Satiiti^s  liivifiblc  Woi Id  hy  heart,  and  could 
^peai  a  thouland  Itoriea  ct  gholts,  hobgoblins  and  apparitionip 
which, wouhl  make  your  hair  (land  erect,  and,y<iur  nerves  coiu 
yulfe,  harrow  up  your  foul,  and  .freeze  your  blood. 

At  h'  elve  years  6f  age  1  mylelt  was  a  complete  mailer  .in  all^ 
^he'b' atu  Ues  of  ruperllriirais  Icience,  and  , could  difpute  with  the 
imdl  credulous  old  inaid  in  town.  -  But,  alas!  my  fcientific  pro,<^ 
ficiency  conliantly  filled  iny  miud  with  thoufan'ds  of  imaginary, 
turtiirrs,  in  lo  niuc.li,  .that,  a  n>agpie  did  run  c, hatter  on.our^  roof/ 
11^  a  tuuorous^har,e..  riari  up,  hut  I  thought  they  were  omens  oC 
Ionic  future  csil  to  ine.  ^  The  (liaking  ot  a  willow  or  reed  was 
wore  y-rnble  to  me  tl>*n  a  ruJliaii’i  dagger:  the-fliutering  of  a 
bird,  the  ruiUtpg  of  afpeu  leaves,  have  made-niy  hair  (land.ereA. 
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nJ  the  fvveat  diftill  in  large  and  copious  drops.*'  The  Itigubrons 
hirpiiig  of  a  hre-cricket  under  my  hed-chaiiiher  grate,  almoil? 
crlii  ided  me  that  I  was  to  die  very  fo<in ;  aivd die  1  m«dt  certainly 
nnld  through  pure  fear,  had  I  rtot  boldly  i^nlred  a  Krge  dnnk** 
tFering  of  boiling  water  on  the  place  where  I  deemed  the  htiile 
'piilc  had  its  ned.  Darknefs  and  night  were  as  terrible  'to  me 
i  the  iJiades  of  Tartarus;  for  I  believed  both  equally  fall  of  fpirtts 
nd  apparitions.  1  would  not  go  into  a  room  alone  or  wiihouc 
lolit;  once  1  almoft  loft  my  fenles,  and  alarmed  the  houfe  by  go¬ 
ing  into  a  cellar  where  a  few  dried  fifti  were  hnng  up.  *  1  was 
onte  piiriiied  nigh  the  church-yard  by  a  long-beai ded  goat;  I 
really  thought  it  was  the  diicontenied  ghoft  of  fome  buried  per- 
fon,  and  by  my  (lirieks  I  alarmed  the  guard  at  the  Barracks*  1 
was  nine  confined  to  bed  by  a  violent  hcad-ach  ;  a  clock  diftttrbed 
my  repofe  ;  i  verily  imaging  it  was  the  devil,  but- the  fright  difi 
hidged  my  pain;  and  this  was  the  only  profit  1  ever  reaped  from 
my  fiipcrftition.  "  ^ 

Such  were  the  dreadful  effetfts  Which  this  prepofterous  educaA 
tion  had  on  my  mind.  Tl)^  hourly  and  ordinary  otcurrenccs  in 
life  could  not  pafs  without  furnifhing  my  difoidered  and  infauiafed 
fancy,  with  an  iuexhauftible  fund  of  incumbent  mifery,  -  and  cor- 
lofive  gnawing  torment  to  my  foul.  ^  - 

!VIy  great  confol.ation  was,  that  my  condition  was  not  (raguUf. 

1  found  many  of  my  numerous  circle  of  acquaintance,  both  old  and 
young,  invelopfd  in  as  great  abfurdities  as  inyfeJf.  One  of  fltein 
w<)uld  not  drefs  l^is  head  after  crofting  a  grave a  feennd  woutid 
not  allow  his  fon  to  be  baptifed  without  putting*  fome*  bread  in  it^ 
cloaths:  a  third  would  not  cut  bis  nails  on  Friday :  a* four tir would 
not  have  bis  work  begun  on  Satprday ;  a  fifth  would,  not  proceed 
on  a  journey  of  importance,  if  he  met  a  perfon  carrying  water  as 
he  fet  out:  a  fixth  pretended  to  exjiel  ‘difeafes  by  burniiig  horfis 
flioes  in  the  fire,  or  making  the  patient  pafs  under  (biue  nonef 
taken  from  a  part"  of  the  river  where  the  livipg  aud  dead  paft^, 
wkilft  he  repeated  certain  charms  and  fpelhi:  a  feveiitfa  would  not 
pafs  by  the  houfe  of  an  qld  woman,  becaufe  he  thougin  her  a 
witch,  and  that  flie  had  ftolen  bis  hive  of  bees.  Many  of  my  ac¬ 
quaintance  wore  amulets  to  preferve  them  from  bc’iuttching;  in 
fine,  we  were  the  abjetft  flaves  of  every  filly  idle  fret,  which  ima« 
gination  bus  devifed,  fable  feigned,  or  fear  conceived.  ♦  ‘ 

This  fhort  abftradt  of  ray  own  and  my  nciglfibours  hiftoi^, 
with  what  uncoutrouied^-  yca^  al>»^dL-iiHlelUihrpoTftT 
education  ftamps  credulity  on  the  mind,  and  gives  it  a  bias  ca  ihe 
groffeft  fuperftiiion.  ^  This  wrong  method  of  forming*  the  Ibul^ 
wholly  debales,  enfeebles  and  unhinges  its  noble  faculties,  deftraye; 
its  fprings  of  magnanimity  and  fortitude,  which  are  its  grett^ 
lupport  and  defence  in  the  day  of  diftrefs  and  afflietton*.  W4iac 
unaccountable  madnefs  is  it,  to  add  pain,  forrow  and  trouble  ^10  a 
chequered  ftate  of  beiogi  which  |eems  pm  all  fides  with  re4U«.^uii« 
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affecicd,  fubftatitial  griefs  and  woes?  Our  whole  fcene  ofexiftencf 
is  but  a  gilded  pain  and  fplendid  mifrry.  Although  we  tafte  no^ 
what  Locke  calls  the  low eli  degree  of  happinefs,  **  the  being  eafcd 
of  all  piii)/’  though  we  are  perlecl  ftrangers  to  the  utmolt  plea 
fiires  we  are  capable  of,  yet  we  fliould  never  feci  many  of  its  cun 
vulfive  pangs  and  biiterefl  thorns,  were  we  divefted  of  ihofe  (lavUh 
fears  which  give  ten-fold  force  to  its  fubllaniial  misfortunes. 

Let  us  fuppofc  that  ihofe  omens  were  real  predations,  and  ex 
a<f\ly  accomplilhed  ;  let  us  allow  that  ihcfc  maniologifts  did  fore 
fee  what  they  foretell,  than  which  nothing  is  more  abfurd  ;  yet  it 
would  be  our  indifpenlible  intereft,  our  common  concern,,  la ' be 
downright  infidels  ihertin,  and  wholly  to  difeard  all  belief  and 
perfuafion  thereof.  *  For  were  we  actually  to  fee  thefe  caLiioitk^ 
which  await  us  in  futurity,  the  difmal  profpedt  would  make  m 
fticcumb  under  an  infuppor table  load  of  defpondcncy  and  tor* 
jnent,  long  before  the  dreaded  evil  came  on  us.  Again, 
to  hehold  any  pleafure  we  were  foon  to  enjoy,  we  (liould  lole^bst 
exquifire  relifli,  in  which  the  higheft  joy  of  fudden  and  unhoped 
for  felicity  confifts.  All  that  might  chnrm  in  life  betwixt  our 
prefent  cnj(»ymenis  and  oiir  expeefted  happinefs,  would  be  rendered 
irkfome,  infipid  and  difgudful. 

So  much  might  fufTice  to  confute  thofe  ideal  dogmas ^  which 
folly  and  hiperilition  have  engendered,  iiourifhed -and  fiipported. 
'The  bare  mentioning  expofes  them  to  the  higheft  ridicule  ;  for,  at 
the  very  full  view, they  are  inconfiftent  with, and  repugnant  tocvc«» 
ry  did  ate  of  rcafon,  philofophy  and  common  fenfe.  But  as  I  found 
the  prejudices  1  had  in»bibed  hard  to  be  removed,  as  thele  delutipni 
4)f  fanc^'  frecpicnily  returned  and  unhinged  my  foul,  in  order  IQ 
Tonify  inyfelf  againft  their  fudden  attacks,  1  have  often  put  tbf 
following  quellions  to  myfeir,  and  as  often  rciblved  their  anfwera 
in  my  mind.  This  was  the  method  I  look  to  extricate  myielf 
JVoni.  ihofe  dreadful  fetters  of  Ajperdition  in  which  I  was  CIV 
.tangled,  and  if  you  think  it  may  clTcd  a  cure  on  any  of  live  niv 
merous  devotees  to  legendary  fid  ions,  vifions,  &c.  I  fliall  think  ipy 
Jabour  amply  com  |>en  fa  ted.  .  . 

On  hearing  a  weak  woman  divine  from  the  dreg^  of  -tea- 
Clip,  from  feeing  fume  meteor,  blazing  ftar,  or  comet,  that  Ibiivf 
direful  misft>riuiics  and  public  calamities  would  happen;  O,  beavensj 
faid  1,  can  this  perfon  look  into  futurity,  or  w  hat  connedion 
there  betwixt  one  of  the  teleflial  orbs  going  its  ample  rot)nd,  and 
famines,  wars  No;  ihcrc  L  only  one  uniyerfal  eye  iecf 

into  futurity,  to  whom  all  things,  pafl,  prefent  and  to  coipc,  ar^ 
perfpicuoiis :  it  is  the  eftential  perfedion  of  deity  alone  to  be  oin<* 
nifeient.  Perfons  have  indeed  beerir  commiflioned  by  him  to  ,prc» 
diet  future  events,  hut  this  bas  never  happened  ftnee  the.  wpfb} 
had  'a  plenary  revelation  of  agenda  and  credetida.  To  prefumf 
iWcOy  from  figns  or  prodigies  above  or  beneath,  to  fore-know  zbA 
tioretei  fuxuriiies,  is  the  grofteft  profauenefs  and. impiety;  it.is^99

lefs  than  to  claim  wifdom  equal  to  our  maker.  Surely  then,  Aid 
f,  this  impious  pretence  is  only  deligoed  to  vimrk  on  the  weaknefsii 
and  fill  the  breads  of  filly  mortals  with  imaginary  fears. 

Agnin,  Are  there  not  fuch  things  as  gbods^  vifions  or  apparftioBs? 
Dei  we  not  read,  and  have  we' not  heard  of  many  of  them  well 
atteded?  No;  1  cannot  believe  them:  Why?  Becaufe  a  ghoft  or 
Ipirit  is^  by  its  very  nature,  invifible;  it  cannot  bt  feen  :  1  allow  in* 
deed,  that  fpiriis  have  a  vehicle  for  an  indrument  to  them  of  lo» 
cal  motion,  which  they  may  ratify  or  condenfe^  but  that  they 
rove  about  on  earth  or  air,  like  floating  atoms,  1  cannot  believe. 
Wbv  ?  Becaufe  1  bdieve  in  a  particular  Providence;  that  the  (u* 
prenie  Being  ruleth  over  all; 
when  they  defeend  from  above, 
cute  his  commands,  and  then  to  return 


that  fpirits  are  bis  miniders,  aad 
it  is  by  fpecial  commidion  tq  cxc* 
Some  of  them  may  be 
cur  guardians  ;  but  that  any  of  them  fhould  ever  terrify  or  affiight 
poor  mortals  (as  the  traque  finells  out,  and  tenades  poor  birds),  is 
againd  reafon,  and  formally  impodiblc. 

But  does  not  the  devil  and  bis  retainers  fometimes  appear  and 
feek  their  prey?  Xo ;  impodible:  For  what  is  he?  Why  nothing 
hut  a  fervaiu  in  chains  for  rebellion;  and  whild  an  all-good  Being 
lules  the  univerfe,  he  cannot  hurt  a  dngle  fparrow.  His  baits  and 
allurements  may  be  laid  before  us  (jud  as  1  have  laid  bird*lime  to 
«atch  .the  feathered  fongfters)*  tbefe  we  may  fly  to^  and  be  on» 
fnared.  No,  no;  1  dread  not  the  black  horns  of  Belzebub,  hot  I 
fear  the  being  drawn  away  by  my  own  luds  after  the  dampns  of 
riches,  honours  and  pleafures,  into  avarice,  ambition  and  voluptti^ 
onfnefs,  ,  .  . 

Bui  though  you  cannot  believe  in  ghofls  and  daemons,  thci«  are 
certainly  the  fpirits  of  dead  men,  who  hover  over  thetf' graves^ 
and  are  to  be  feen  in  temples  and  cburch-yards.  No;  I  do  no( 
believe  it.  The  fouls  of  men  after  death  pafs  over  the  irremeable 
guiph  to.  the  regions  of  feparate  fpirits;  they  go  to  Him  who  inade 
them  ;  they  never  do,  nor  can  return,  till  the  heavens  are  no  mom 
the  bad  are  fliut  up,  imprtlbned,  tortured,  and  in  mifery;  the  good 
are  prefect  with  the  fource  of  blifs ;  they  have  forgot  their  pii* 
grimage  and  endlefsjoys  filizhek  whole  caparuies.  i 

But  though  the  appearance  of  ghofls  are  rare,  don’t  you  believe 
that  this  fometimes  happens  I  N4ay  not  their  being  feen  anfwer 
fume  good  defign  ?  Might  they  not  reclaim  the  vkious,  or  adviif  * 
and  confole  furviving  friends?  No;  I  cannot  .Why| 

becaufe  the  univerfal  Prefident  of  nature,  has  afligned  every  being 
its  particular  flation,  oflice  and.  talents,  and  whilft  he  governs^ 
there  will  be  no  confuiion  any  where.  To  difpatclt  a  departed 
fpirit  to  tbefe  Lower  regions,  would  ferve  no  end  at  alL  The  vjr« 
tuous  will  always  be  dtre^ed  by,  and' rely  on  his  word  fud  (acred 
behefls  in  tl>e  day  of  diflrefs;  aad  if  hU  revealed  will  cannot  con* 
vert  the  bad,  a  tboufand  tncfflrqgers  from,  the  Tartarian  /hadee 
4^ill  not  avail* 

But 
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Bur  dniiH  you  believe  in  witches?  Surely  fuch  there  have  been; 
wiinels  that  of  KncJor ;  you  have  often  heard  of  their  mighty 
feats.  Di»es  not  hiliory  tell  >ou,  that  in  1650,  in  Ord,  a  village 
near  Rerwii  k,  whieh  then  coniainetl  only  foiii  ieen  hoiifes,  four- 
te<'n  jierlbiis  were  bin  at  for  u  itchc  raft  ?  'riiis  you  c  annot  deny. 

If  by  a  witch  yoti  mean  a  petTon  in  confederacy  with  Satau'/  to 
hurt  the  bodies  or  illaies  of  men,.!  deny  that  tliere  ever  was,  or' 
ever  will  be  any  fuch  on  earth.  Such  a  confederacy  is  ablblutel)* 
impolliblr:  extiJ  and  magnify  the  devil’s  powers  as  much  as  yott 
pleai’e,  ihev  arc  incominunitahlc.  I  believe  that  in  former  ages  of 
inirK:  harhariiy,  and  ovenv’nelniing  fatmiitirm,  ei^sy  and  malice, 
oppreliion  and  tyranny,  were  the  real  and  only  caiifes  of  witch* 
craft.  Whenever  a  poor  woman  vvas  maligned  by  her  neighbour#, 
or  was  polfelied  of  any  tiling  they  coveted,  Ihc  was  charged’  wdtb 
this  crime;  without  knowing  her  actufer,  the  inagidrate  under 
whofe  jiirtldicrion  (he  lived,  canfed  her  to  be  tried  by  proper 
fyinptoins;  thcl'e  were,  an  immerfion  in  water;  if  (he  funk  flic 
was  acquitted,  but  perilbed  by  the  experiment  ;  if  flic  fwam,  flie 
was  taken  out  and  burnt  without  any  more  proof,  I'he  woman 
of*  r^ndor  was  no  fuch  witch;  her  trade,  indeed,  was  to  foreiehfu* 
iiire  events,  and  for  this  purpofe  (he  had  hired  a  familiar^  fpirit, 
v.'ho  was  none  cHe  than  a  llirewd,  cunning,  artful  man,  who»bc« 
ing  well  acquainted  with  men  and  things,  after  ufing  certtifi 
ch.irms  by  way  of  machinery,  gave  fuch  refponfe.s  as  were  ifioft  • 
:i::ree4ble  and  likely  to  fall  out  to  his  confultors.  The  fame  may 
b“  laid  of  live -Delphic  oracle,  that  great  old  forcerefs.  Jt  vvas  no 
Tn»»rp  than  a  confderacy  of  priefts,  who  being  verfani  in  public  and  - 
)>rivaie  (late  matters,  gave  anfwers  fo  ambiguous  and  doubtful,  j 
that  whicn  way  (never  the  event  happened,  they  might  be  inters 
prcicd  fo  as  to  ually  therewith.  But  that  an  old  dotting  haggard 
can  bring  dil’eafes  on  my  body,  is  ihe  higheft-  deluiion.*  Ko;  not 
one  difeafe  can  arilc  merely  from  any  natural  caufe,  without  the 
])articnlar  dilpofal'of  divine  Providence,  which  reaches  to  the  very 
h.iirs  of  iny  head.  But  if  by  witches  you.  mean  gufliping  old 
maids,  who  conftantly  trade  in  injurious  fcandal,  I  believe  -tbere 
arc  myriads,  they  abound  in  every  place. 

'  In  hue,  without  the  aid  of  rhetoric,  by  propofing  and  anfwering 
ihefe  and  fimilar  quellions,  I  have  grubbed  up  the  loweft  roots  erf* 
fnpertlition  and  folly  from  my  bread,  f  am  firmly  perfiiaded  that 
no  man  ever  cHd  fee  an  apparition,  unlefs  it  was  the  produ<5^  of  his 
own  fertile  imagitiathui.  I  never  did  nor  never  fliall  fee  a  real  one 
till  I  go  to  the  world  I’pirits.  I  dread  not  the  great  adverfary  of 
mankind,  but  1  fear  and  confiantly  guard  againft  his  baits  to  fe- 
duce  me  into  the  paths  of  vice,  to  live  impioufly,  impurely^  and 
tmjuUly.  i  am  not  terrified  with  walking  in  burying.grounds  by 
night.  No  ;  the  organifed  bodies  w  hich  moulder  there,  I  believe  * 
10  be  no  more  the  /aiturit  agent,  who  once  moved  in  them,  than 

1  do  the  ublc  1  write  cjii,  or  any  other  matter  is  I '  inyfelf.  .  J 

dread 
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dread  nothing  by  night  but  robbers  and  blood-tWrfly  adaflins.  I 
believe  that  as  oiniiiicience  fees  all  things  pali,  prefent  and  future, 
fo  touruinin.ite  vvifdoiu  direc^ts  the  whole  .fy  lie  in  of  events  to  the

ISO  VlK  lime  ago  fent  you  fome  general  refle<flions  onjthe  prac<». 

lice  of  banifliing  our  criminals.  1  then  endeavoured,  to /how, 
that  banilhment  is  in  reality  little  or  no  punilhment  ;  that  it  js 
dangerous  and  afFrontiiig  to  our  colonies  ;  and  miiil,  in  the  end, 
be  prejtjdi(ial  to  the  mother-country.  But  there  is  one  crioue, 
for  which  this  punilhment  feems  n6w  to  be  invariably  inflicted, 
that  is  more  particularly  deferving  of  our  atteniion.  The  crime 
]  mean  is  child-murder  ;  a  crime  that  is  perhapis  more  frequent^ 
and  as  highly  aggravating  as  any  that  is  committed  in  our  land  ; 
Vet,  would  it  be  believed  in  any  other  country!  tho(e>who  iire 
convicted  of  it,  fuffer  no  feverer  punifhment  than  to  be  trAn(jK>rc<» 
ed  to  onr  plantations  ;  while  the  perfon  who  is  found  guilty  of 
Healing  a  horfe,  a  cow,  or  a  fheep,  is  fentenced  to  die,  wicbouc 
the  lead  hope  of  mercy.  That  there  is  any  comparifon  between 
the  crimes,  1  fuppofe  none  will  be  fb  bold  as  maintain.  Theft 
and  inurdor  have  fcarcely  by  any  nation,  fo  far  as  I  know,  been 
reckoned  crimes  equally  atrocious.  Murder,  on  the  contrary,  is 
univerially  allowed  to  be  one  of  the  blacked  crimes  a  man  can  per¬ 
petrate  ;  and  if  it  is  allowed  to  be  an  aggravation,  when  it  Is  com* 
milted  on  a  brother,  a  fifter,  or  any  near  relation  ;  bow  (hocking* 
ly  guilty  tnuft  the  wretch  be,*  who  can  imbrue  her  hands. in,  the. 
blood  of  a  tender  innocent,  who  is  incapable  of  giving'tHe  fmalled 
provocation  I  Who,  by  its  defencelefs ijtuation,  pleads  the  drong* 
ed  claim  to  her  protetfiion  and  regard  !  Nay,  who  is  her  own 
child  (as  is  generally  the  cafe),  fruit  of  her  own  body,  pan  of  her 
own  fleih  !  Is  it  poflible  any  thing  can  go  beyond  tlMs  ?  The  snoll; 
favige  animals  preferve  their  young,  and  nourifh  them  with  the 
teiuirred  care  ;  what  then  (hall  we  think  of  a  rational  being,  of  a 
Chridiaii,  who,  contrary  to  aH  the  ties  of  duty  and  affetdion,  tti« 
dead  of  being  the  guardian  and  fupport,  proves  the  murderer  of 
her  own  child  I  We  hear  always  of  alleviating  circumftances  ;  hue 
what  circumiiances  can  alleviate  a  crime  commuted  without  fo 
much  as  a  podibility  of  the  fmalled  provocation  ?  Perhaps  it  may 
be  faid,  that  it  is  done  to  (ave  a  chara^ter,  and  that  the  crimi« 
nal  (houlil  be  cotifidered  as  prompted  to  it  by  the  druggies  of  ex^ 
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pirinj:  virtue.’^  Thb,  1  will  allow  is  fometimes  the  cafe  j  yet 
veil  ilif n,  what  kind  of  refoniiation  can  we  expecTt,  when  the  ftrft* 
dtp  towards  it  is  murder?  But  if,  even  after  all,  it  might  take 
plafe,  u  not  banhhinent  the  nioli  probable  method  that  can  be 
ihoiight  of  to  render  it  iinpodible  ?  The  fentencetl  Criminal  ts 
iranfporied  under  one  of  the  iiioft  infamous  of  all  charatflers,  that? 
of  a  llram|>et  and  murderer;  however  unblameable  her  life  haar 
formerly  been,  it  is  neither  known  nor  believed  by  the  natives  of 
the  country  where  Ihe  is  carried  ;  fo  that,  being  conftantly  expo^ 
fed  to  the  offers  and  attacks  of  every  debauchee,  and  finding  her 
characUr  irretrievably  ruined,*  (lie  becomes  rCgardlcfs  of  her  con 
duct,  and  prollituiiun  is  the  inevitable  confeqiience  ;  whereas 
were  thofe  who  have,  in  an  unguarded  hour,  been  betrayed  bj|f 
Ibnie  unfeeling  villain  ;  and,  to  fave  their* characflers,  been  drived 
to  that  defperaie  action  ;  were  fuch,  I  fay,  either  recoinnicndcd 
to  tlie  royal  clement  y,  <»r  fubjetfled  to  (bme  fevere  punifhmeut  in 
their  own  country,  where  there  is  a  pollibility  of  regaining  a  cha¬ 
racter,  the  world  might  in  lime  cotne  (b  far  to  compaflionate  their 
misfortune,  as  to  forget  their  crime.  jNlean  time,  jullicC  requires 
that  ihefe,  in  whofe  favours  nothing  of  this  nature  can  be  advan¬ 
ced,  do  not  efcape  that  punilhinent  the  fliedding  of  innocCnt  blood 
fu  loudly  calls  for. 

I  have  no  duliht  but  Aur  judges,  in  pafling  fentence  of  bantfh 
ment  on  fo  many  that  are  convieled  of  child-murder,  are  infloeti 
ced  by  principles  that  do  them  very  much  honour.  I  believe  if 
is  diclaied  by  humanity,  and  a  compaifion  for  their  tcllow*crea- 
tures.  But  what  is  lenity  to  individuals,  is  often  cruelty  to  thd 
whole  ;  and  there  is  a  danger  of  making  light  of  murder,  that 
fiinnld  always  be  particularly  attended  to.  It  is  made  a  capital* 
crime  both  by  human  aiul  divine  authority  ;  fo  that,  w'haiever 
judges  may  think  of  their  own  power,  it  will  be  difficult  to  find  ; 
liifficient  cxcufc  for  repeatedly  difobe}  ing  that  exprefs  command 
— //7;o^o  p^eddeth  man^s  blood,  by  man  piail  his  blood  be  P)ed  :  for 
in  tl}€  image  of  God  made  he  nlan.  '  •

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•Jn  Account  of  the  Battle  of  Killi  crank  From  the  Memoir^ 

of  Great  Britain  and  Irriand^^  By  Sir  John  Dalryrople,  Bart, 
jujl  publijhed,  [1^*  7*3  ' 

After  Dundee  had  been  obliged  to  lofe  the  firft,  and  there¬ 
fore  beft  opportunities  of  action ^  the  long  expet^ied  fuccoue 
arrived  from  Ireland  in  the  end  of  June,  and  confKted  of  no  more 
than  500  raw  and  fpirhlefs  recruits,  without  proviiions  and  ammit* 
nil  ion.  He  received  at  the  fame  time  intelligence,  that  M^Kay 
was  marching  through  Athole  to  attack  the  caRle  of  Blair,  theil 
in  the  hands  of  one  of  James’s  adherents.  Dundee  forefaw,  tha| 
the  lofs  of  this  place  would  cut  off  the  communication  betsVixt 
the  two  divilions  of  the  Highlands,  in  which  his  own  ftrength 
chiefiv  lay,  and  therefore  he  refolved  to  give  battle.  He  march¬ 
ed  laiiih  towards  Athole,  with  his  army  confiderably  ditninifhed, 
becaufe  many  of  his  men  bad  retired  to  their  homes  to  provide 
their  winter’s  fuel. 

At  the  cattle  of  Blair  he  learned,  that  IVPKay,  who,  with  bis 
foot,  and  a  fesy  liorfe,  lay  encamped  at  Dunkeld,  was  to  advanct 
next  day  through  the-pa^  of  Killicranky,  and  that  tbe'rett  of  his 
liorfe  were  to  follow  him  in  a  day  or  two  aft^r.  This'pa^s  cbn* 
lilts  of  an  open  road,  in  a  line  nearly  ftreight,  about  two  miles  in 
length,  where  not  more  than  ttx  or  eight  men  could  at  that  thne 
go  a  bread.  On  the  right  are  mountaim  that  (eem  to  rife  to  the 
Ikies  :  On  the  left  a  precipice  hanging  over  a  deep  and  black  ri. 
ver  :  On  the  oppottte  fide  of  the  river  Is  a  prodigious  mountain, 
covered  to  the  top  with  waving  woods,  acrofs  which  eagles  and  o- 
ther  wild  birds  are  continually  dying  and  fereatning.  Dundee 
was  prefled  by  his  ofRcers  to  difpute  the  paflage  wirh  M^Kay, 
from  the  fuperiority  of  his  iituatiou,  but  refufed  it.  In  public  he 
took  advantage  of  an  opinion  prevailing  from  the  mott  antient 
times  among  the  Highlanders,  that  it  is  dittioDourable  to  attack 
-an  enemy  at  a  difad  vantage  ;  and  cried  out,  He  thought  not  fo 
meanly  of  hisTellowers,  as  to  beiiere  they  bad  degenerated  from 
*  the  generous  maxims  of  their  ancettors.^’  Bui  in  private  be  afl 
dgned  reafoiis,  wife  and  well  weighed,  for  rejeittiog  the  advice. 
He  reafoned,  To  defend  the  pafe,  a  thing  indeed  eafily  effec- 
*  tuated,  was  only  to  delay  cbe  war,  and  to  detain  themfelvet 
*  prifeners  in  places  where  they  bad  been  already  kept  too  long 
f  iu  confinement.  With  moft  eafe|  in  open  6elds,  the  impetuofi- 
*  ty  of  the  Highlanders  fhock  was  to  exerted.  Six  fucceflive 
*  battles  gained  by  Montrofe,  itsfured  the  event  of  next  day.  To 
*  allow  the  enemy  to  pals  over  to  fair  ground,  infpired  a  generooo 
*  confidence  into  his  own  snen,  but  would  611  their  opponents 
*  with -a  fufpicion  of  the  freret  caufc  of  it.  What  better  terms 
'  could  be  idked^  by  army  for  a  general  a^ion,  ihaai|§|||l&tfgurc4 
*  and  on  their- own  ground,  to  receive  an  enemy,  who  had  four- 
*  teen  miles  to  march  the  fame  day  that  he  fought,  and  who  was 

‘  ^  ‘  *  ignorant 
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*  ignorant  of  the  ground  that  was  to  be  left  hirn  to  occupy  ?  TTie 
‘  terms  of  deleat  were  uiieq’Tal  :  For  to  him  retreat  was  dfy ; 

*  hut  to  the  enemv,' retreat  and  ruin  were  the  fame  :  Entangled 

*  in  the  pafs,  the  (tnmger  would  pufh  the  weaker  over  the  precl* 

*  pices  in  their  flight,  and  all  muft  fall  a  defencelcfs  prey  to  bis 

*  victoiious  army  purfiiing  behind  :  Even  at  the  other  end  of  the 

*  pafs  lie  had  fent  orders  to  his  friends  in  Athole,  to  watch  and 

*  fall  upon  the  few  who  (liould  efcape.  If  a  decifive  a^ion  , 

*  delayed  for  a  few»  days,  the  reft  of  McKay’s  horfe  would  hav6 
'  time  to  come  up  ;  an  enemy  the  more*  terrible  to  Higbl.indersJ 

becaufe  they  were  confcious  it  was  the  only  one  they  feared.^^^J 
The  night  before  the  battle,  Dundee  having  refletfted,  that  ll>€ 
Highlanders  had  not  been  tried  in  general  atFiions  (Ince  the  battle 
rd*  Philiphaugli,  which  had  been  fought  forty  ye.irs  before,  and 
l»ring  defirons  to  pin  their  courage  to  the  left,  gave  an  alarm,  and 
c  iul'cd  a  fdlfe  attack  to  he  made  upon  his  own  camp.  In  an  idp 
(lani  he  found  every  man  at  his  poft,  and  firm  in  it.  The  event 
f  the  (Iratageiii  removed  the  di^dence  of  the  general,  and  cod 
firmed  the  confidence  of  the  foldiers. 

iVPKay’s  army  f ,  after  marching  from  Dunkeld  in  the  morning 
f  the  i6th  of  July,  and  refting  two  hours  at  the  mouth  of  the 
pafs,  began  to  enter  it  about  mid-day.  5  The  foldiers  marched 
through  with  avre  at  every  ftep,  im prefled  wdth  the  grandeur  and 
novelty  of  the  feene,  even  w'itb  the  filence  all  around  them,  which 
Icemcd  the  foiertinner  of  danger,  and,  with  the  confeioufnefs  of 
their  own  inability  to  give  aftiftance  to  each  other,  in  cafe  ibyj 
were  attacked.  hey  advanced  into  the  open  held  at  the  end  of 
the  pafs  with  ftownefs  and  caution,  deriving  fear  from  that  very 
fecurity  which  vvas  offered  them,  and  at  laft  obferved  Dundee’s 
army  rrftlng  upon  the  fide  of  a  mountain  oppofite  to  them,  in  one 
iir.c,  but  a  fhori  one,  becaufe  his  men  were  fewer  in  number  than 
and  lay  thick  ujmn  the  ground.  But  their  numbers  ap» 
peaied  greater  than  tliey  were  ;  becaufe,  though  there  were 
c ancles  along  the  line,  occafioned  by  fpots  of  wood  fpread  herfe 
and  there  upon  the  mountain,  yet  the  imaginations  of  M‘K*ayN 
folJicrji  tilled  all  thefe  vacancies  with  enemies.  Dundee  had  cho- 
frn  his  ftaiion  ;  becaufe;  while  the  bufhes  concealed  his  motiont 
and  numbers,  it  gave  him  an  opportunity  of  obierving  thole  of  hh 
enemies  J,  fccured  him  from  the  attacks  of  cavalry,  gave  violence 
to  his  charge  if  he  defeended  upon  the  enemy,  and  made  retreiifg 
retreat  was  needful,  eafy  to  men  who  4'€>uld  fly  over  mountafn^ 
with  a  fpeed  which  no  rtgnUr  trocips  could  equal  :  and  he  relbf- 
vrd  not  to  tight  till  near  fun  fet,  with  a  view,  that,  if  he  gained 
itie  victory,  he  might  give  it  a  dreadful  completion  during 
night  ;  anil,  if  he  was  defeated,  that  he  might  retire  without  th^ 
|tar  ut  purfiiit.  Ai^Kay,  having  obferved  the  pgfitiop  of  his  eDC<

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V  formed  the  troops  which  advanced  foremoft  int6  the  open 
fli!,  in  a  line  of  three  men  deep,  asid  lengthened  the  line  along 
le  field,  as  more  troops  arrived  fucceflfively  from  the  mouth  ol 
e  pafs,  partly  with  a  view  to  outflank  Dundee,  whofe  line  hd 
was  Ihort,  and  partly  to  prevent  furprize,  by  making  all  ihd 
ound  known  to  his  army.  He  continued  in  this  pofition  two 
mrs,  to  confider  what  to  do,  and  what  to  expect  ;  and,  in  thd 
ean  .time,  the  two  armies  continued  looking  on  each  other.  At 
e  end  of  that  time,  M‘Kay,  fufpe^ting  Dundee's  intention  ttt 
ke  advantage  (if  the  night,  and  afraid  to  encamp  in  a  place  ftir* 
muled  with  enemies,  ufcd  various  means  to  provoke  the  High!

Monirofe  gained  the  battle  of  Auld* 
ne  by  the  very  fame  difpofition  !  All  Dundee's  views  fucceed*

i.  .V  tried  up  for  aiPerfing  the  glorious 
eaufe  of  freedom— from  whence  the  up- 
rnjr  agninit  dcfpotifiM,  the  fear  of  the 
niargtmcni  of  the  crown's  prerogative, 
and  the  curtailing  of  thefnbje(5ls  rights? 
— why  the  fury  againli  the  hoofe  of 
commons,  alferiing  the^  privilege  of  ex- 
puUiou  and  eledtion,  and  of  trampling 
on  y<»ur  liberties  ?— Be  not  deceived,  fays 
the  Scripture,  for  "whatever  you  fow,  that 
fall  you  reap.  Ye  have  fown  tbofe  feeds, 
ye  have  watered  thofe  thiftles,  that  now 
fpring  up  and  choak  you;  nor  have  you

the  people,  are  nor  the  niagidrates,  is 
not  every  Briton,  bound  to  inform  you 
that  you  havo  no  fuch  piiviiegrs?  If  by 
alTertiag  that  you  are  th.e  only  judges  of 
your  ow'n  privileges,  you  would  prevent 
the  magidraces  and  the  people  from  op* 
pofing  innovations  and  incroachn^rntSf 
you  had  better  at  once  take  to  your* 
fclves  the  whole  government  without 
coniroul.  Pat  the  cafe,  that  the  king 
h:id  taken  the  fame  violent  Ilep,  when 
his  proclamaiioD  was  fet  at  nought  t  Is 
there  a  man  uf  fenfe  in  Engl,  nd,  who 
svQuId  not  have  been  alarmrd  for  hii 
liberty?  Such  a  drrtcli  of  the  preroga* 
tivQ  would  have  at  once  reduced  the 
people  to  del'pair.  Yet  the  king's  prero¬ 
gative  is  as  f.«crrd  as*ynur  privilegesil 
nor  can  any  good  rrafon  be  given  why 
the  one  Aiuula  nut  extend  as  far  as  the 
other.  If  you  have  a  right  lo  piintlb' 
for  a  breach  of  privilege,  the  king  has 
the  fame  right  to  punifli  for  a  breach  of 
the  prerogative*  Both  have  Bsea 
ierated  by  the  people  for  the  fake  of 
public  good;  and  both  will  receive  a 
check  when  they  no  longer  anfwer  that 
end.  For  what  are  privilege  and  pre¬ 
rogative?  Diferettonary  powers  veiled 
in  the  different  branches  of  the  Icgille- 
ture  for  the  fervice  of  the  community. 

But,  as  they  are  i’uuaded  on  no  law, 
or  poiitive  cunliitntion,  iliey  wii)  nor  be* 
ai kuow’lcdgfd,  when  they  operate  to  itj 
dtfad vantage.  Magna  ilharta  declares^ 
ag.ifiilt  rhc.n  ail  iu  exprefs  terms,  when 
it  flcclaics  againft  all  difcrecionary 
posvers,  and  eliabliilses  the  trial  by 
eipials  as  the  baits  of  liberty;  and  no-* 
thing  but  neceflity  yrottid  have  prevailed 
uphill  the  people  tohav«riiffcred  anycnnrtr 
to  deviate  from  this  plan.  Contemprs 
in  coart  ilrike  fo  directly  at  their  very 
exittence,  that,  for  the  fake  of  felf-pie- 
fei'vation,  every  court  mull  be  indulged* 
with  the  power  of  immediate  and  difere- 
tionary  piiniibment,  though  the  pra^icc 
be  contrary  to  the  letter  and  fpirit  of 
our  law  and  conilitation*  But  it  is  not 
fo  with  contempt  out  of  court.  There 
the  being  of  the  cotirc^  or  the  adintai-i 
ilratiou  of  julliee,  is  not  in  danger  of 
being  interrupted.  There  ^is^fnll  time 
and  Icifore  for  proceeding  according  te 
law  and  the  conftitntlon.^  None  of  eer 
coorts  therefore  are  juftifiable,  for  treat¬ 
ing  a  contempt  ont  of  court  in  the  fame 
fonsmary  manner  in  which  they  treat  a 
contempt  in  coi/rt.
